“Ample evidence of fraud” in 
the handling of city dog pound 
funds was found by the circuit 
court grand jury, which report- 
ed yesterday.

Comptroller Milton Carpenter 
Was severely censured by the 
jury in its final report to the 
court for participating in an 
agreement “to defraud the city 
of substantial sums of money” 
by ‘improper disbursement of 
money allocated the dog pound. 


The report named Carpenter, 
City. Treasurer John J. Dwyer 
and the late Mayor Joseph M. 
Darst as being present at a 
meeting in the Mayor’s office 
July 15, 1949, when an arrange- 
ment was effected to “give the 
dog pond” to Henry E. Lua- 
ders, Ninth Ward Democratic 
committeemen. The _ occasion 
was the appointment of Charles 
H. Whitley as pound master, an 
action described by the jury as 
“a device.” 

Deny Attending Meeting. | 

Both Carpenter and Dwyer to- 
day denied attending the 1949 
meeting described by the jury. 

Carpenter, reached by long- 
distance telephone at a session 
of the Lutheran Laymen’s Re- 
treat League at Three Lakes, 
Wis., said: “I never attended 
such a meeting; if there was one 
I did not know about it.” Asked 
it he had so informed the grand 
jury, Carpenter replied: “We are 
not supposed to discuss our tes- 
timony, but that is the way it 
was.” 

Dwyer said he knew nothing 
about the reported meeting, and

HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 12 (AP) 
—Lucille Ball, television’s top 


‘comedienne, never was a Com- 


munist, says the House Un- 
American Activities Committee, 
even though she registered as 
one 17 years ago. 


The star of the popular “I 
Love Lucy” show freely ad- 
mitted to committee investiga- 
tor William Wheeler that she 
registered, signing her name as 
Miss Lucille Ball, on March 19, 
1936, to vote for the Communist 
ticket “because grandpa wanted 
all of us to.” She emphatically 
denied ever being a party mem- 
ber or voting for party candi- 
dates. 

“There is no evidence that 
Miss Ball is or ever was a party 
member,” Representative Donald 
L. Jackson (Rep.), California, 
committee member, told a press 
conference last night. 

Jackson explained he called in 
reporters at the behest of a ma- 
jority of committee members so 
that rumors implicating Miss 
Ball with Communism could be

The Army Disclosed also that 
contracts had been awarded 
General Motors Corp. and Reo 
Motors Corp. to produce about 
$146,000,000 worth of 2%%4-ton 
trucks.

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TESTIMONY GIVEN

One Witness Said 600 
Are ‘Secret’ Members 
of Party — Dr. Harry 
F. Ward Assails Com- 
mittee. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP) 
~~Denials stacked up today to 
testimony before a House com- 
mittee that a number of United 
States clergymen sought to ad- 
vance Communism through their 
work as ministers, 

The testimony, taken in New 
York last July at secret hearings 
of the House Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee, was put on 
the public record last night. It 
came from three men who said 
they were former Cemmunists 
and had seen successful ex- 
amples of Red infiltration of the 
clergy. 

One witness was Manning 
Johnson of New York, a mem- 
ber of the National Negro Com- 
mission of the Communist Party 
National Committee for about 
five years ending in 1940. 

Johnson described Dr. Harry 
F. Ward, former professor of 


‘ Union Theological Seminary, as 


“the Red dean of the Communist 
party in the religious field.” 
Denial by Dr. Ward. 

Dr. Ward, at New York, called 
the testimony completely false. 
¥I am not and never have been 
a member of any political party,” 
he added, saying the committee 
has aroused resentment by its 
actions “from all persons con- 
cerned with maintaining the 
freedom of speech, press, assem- 
bly and the exercise of religion 
set down in the Bill of Rights." 

Another committee witness, 
Benjamin Gitlow, swore that 
“in the infiltration of the Meth- 
odist church, the Communists 
were highly successful.” 

Gitlow named, among others 
he said were involyed in a plot 
“to subvert the Methodist 
ehurch for Communist ur- 

oses,” the Rev. Jack R. Mc- 

ichael, the Rev. Charles C., 
Webber, the Rev. Alson J, 
Smith, Dr. Willard Uphaus,

The Rev. Mr. Williams's name 
was brought up by the third 
main committee witness, Joseph 
Jack Kornfeder. 

600 ‘Secret’ Members. 

Kornfeder testified that 600 
United States Clerymen are 
“secret” members of the Com- 
munist party and 3000 to 4000 
others are “in the fellow-travel- 
ing category.” Many more, he 
testified, were duped into aid- 
ing the Communist fronts but 
“the temporary sympathizers 
will fade out.” 

The boring from within was 
not aimed at any particular 
church group, the witnesses 
said, and was spearheaded by 
unofficial movements which 
sought to identify themselves 
with churches. 

Efforts Among Catholics.

¢it almost may be said that 
there are no longer any sub- 
stantive limits on the federal 
legislature that the judges are 
willing to enforce, perhaps not 
even in the domain of civil lib- 
erties.” 

He added: 

“It is possible that the judges 
will never recover their corpor- 
ate position until they ally 
themselves again with the dom- 
inant economic minority, for the 
court was intended to be the 
guardian of minorities, both 
economic and powerful and non- 
economic and powerless.” 

Latham said any idea that the 
Supreme Court “follows the 
election returns” in its decisions 
is “demonstrably false.”

Peiping said Wagrowsk! “pro- 
tested against this violation of 
the rights guaranteed to the “eu- 
tral nations inspection teams by

GEN, SINILOV I$ REPLACED 
AS MOSCOW COMMANDANT 


LONDON, Sept. 12 (AP)— 
Moscow dispatches disclosed yes- 
terday that Maj. Gen. I. 8. Ko- 
lesnikov has been appointed mil- 
itary commandant for the Soviet 
capital, replacing Lt. Gen. K. R. 
Sinilov, 

Sinilov held the post for many 
years. Shortly after the arrest 
of Lavrenty P. Beria, minister 
of internal affairs, rumors circu- 
lated among western diplomats 
in Moscow that Sinilov had been 
jailed, but he made _ public 
appearances later. 

Kolesnikov’s appointment be- 
came known when he was listed 
as Moscow commandant in offi- 
cial reports of Soviet dignitaries 
who greeted visiting North Ko- 
reans, 


Sand Delays Train in Iran. 

TEHRAN, Sept. 12 (AP) — A 
sandstorm piled drifts several 
feet deep over the tracks and 
delayed Iran’s Persian Gulf-to- 
Tehran express train for 15 hours 
Thursday, Crew and passengers 
using makeshift shovels, tins, 
pots, pans and boxes helped 
clear the drifts.

$625,000 to Subscrip- 
tion Fund—Must Pay 
by End of Year. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 42 (AP) 
~The governors of the World 
Bank voted today to suspend 
Red Czechoslovakia from mem- 
bership at the end of this year 
unless it pays the $625,000 it 
still owes in capital subscription 
funds. 

The governors, representing 
the 55 member nations, accepted 
in closed session the recom- 
mendation of the bank’s com- 
mittee on finance and organiza- 
tion that the suspension take 
effect Dec. 31. 

Expulsion would follow sus- 
pension in a year’s time, if 
Czechoslovakia still fails to meet 
the bank’s requirements. 

Czechoslovakia is the last of 
th. Soviet bloc nations still be- 
longing to the Bank and the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund. Po- 
land withdrew in 1950. a 

Suspension from the Bank 
would not affect Czechoslova- 
kia'’s membership in the related 
Fund. It was in trouble with the 
Fund too, but straightened thig 
matter out during the week. 

Czechoslovakia has refused 
to pay the remaining $625,000 
of its subscription, contending 
it should be given time until it 
gets back all its gold reserves 
seized by the Nazis during the 
war, 

The bank governors, on the 
other hand, have ruled that 
Czechoslovakia was entitled to 
an exemption only up to 1951, 

The governors also voted to 
give Indonesia until next Morch 
16 to accept membership in the 
bank and fund.

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It Could Have Been Done 


One puzzle left by Secretary of Labor Dur- 
kin’s resignation is why the Administration 
found it so difficult, if not impossible, to devise 
a labor policy. 

Was the conflict between labor and industry, 
reflected within the Cabinet, as insoluble as 
all that? Actually it was not. It would have 
been possible for the President to have given 
Congress at least a minimum program for re- 
vising the Taft-Hartley Act, which would have 
backed up his campaign pledge to labor to 
amend that law. 

This is clear from a comparison of the 19 
¢hanges in the law proposed by Mr. Durkin 
(and rejected by the Administration) with some 
34 changes proposed early this year by “Mr. 
Republican” himself, the late Senator Taft. In 
fact, about half of Mr. Durkin’s proposals to 
change the law were similar to those of the co- 
author of the law. 

Both the Taft and Durkin recommendations 
would have allowed economic strikers to vote 
in National Labor Relations Board elections. 
This is the provision which was specifically 
promised by President Eisenhower during the 
campaign, 

Moreover, both sets of proposals would have 
eliminated many provisions requiring unions to 
file laboriously detailed information with the 
Labor Department. Both would have allowed 
unions authority to administer welfare funds by 
themselves. Both would have eliminated the 
mandatory injunction against secondary boy- 
cotts. 

On some other points the Taft and Durkin 
proposals differed in emphasis rather than 
purpose. Both sought to relieve labor leaders 
of the sole burden of taking non-Communist 
oaths. Durkin would have eliminated the oath; 
Taft would have required employers to take it. 
Both would have allowed unions to expel mem- 
bers for Communist activity. 

On a number of points, of course, Secretary 
Durkin and Senator Taft were far apart. But 
the fact remains that there was agreement on 
a number of issues, and a program for amend- 
ing the Taft-Hartley law could have been de- 
vised. Why did that not happen? 

One answer may lie in the Cabinet itself. 
Secretary of Commerce Weeks, leading the op- 
position to Durkin, was reported adamant for 
the restrictive features of the Taft Hartley law. 
Did Mr. Weeks out-Taft Taft on this point? 

But the conflict was more deep-seated than 
that. Before the election, Gen. Eisenhower had 
promised labor law changes to attract labor 
votes. After the election, he presented the na- 
tion with a “business” Administration. While 

the Durkin appointment was a bow to labor, 
Durkin was a union leader with a union view- 
point in a Cabinet of business men. /He found 
himself as out of place as a hotdog vendor at 
a symphony concert. 

The result of this situation was not only 


* Durkin’s resignation, but his total defeat, which 


came first. As Business Week bluntly says, 
“Union influence in Washington is at a 20- 
year low.” 

Now it seems unlikely that any prominent 
labor leader can substitute for Durkin in the 
Cabinet. The business Administration won the 
day, but its unusual political effort to get labor 
support has failed. In the ineffective handling 
of the labor issue, the lines are drawn more 
“sharply than before. 


FPC in a Hurry 

The Federal Power Commission's denial of a 
request for a 90-day postponement of its hear- 
ings on Hell's Canyon dam means only one 
thing. It means that the FPC is in too much of 
a hurry to be fair about a matter which, when 
decided, will be decided for the entire foresee- 
able future. 

Idaho Power Co. has had six years to prepare 
its case for private development of the Hell's 
Canyon site, on the Snake river. Proponents of 
full, public development of the site have had 
only four months, and for a considerable part 
of that time they have been engaged in defend- 
ing the public case at FPC hearings for which 
they could not possibly have been prepared. 

Senators Magnuson and Jackson of Washing- 
ton, Murray of Montana, Morse of Oregon, Ke- 
fauver of Tennessee and Hill of Alabama have 
urged the desirability of giving the public- 
power side something like adequate time to 
prepare. What is to be lost by so short a post- 
ponement? What is to be gained by such pre- 
cipitate haste? 

FPC’s resumption of hearings Sept. 21, &s 
scheduled, in the face of eminently reasonable 
arguments for the extension, can only take on 
some of the characteristics of a shotgun hear- 
ing. 
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Influence at a Discount 

There has always been some suspicion that 
Washington influence peddling was bipartisan 
in nature, The latest case, turned up by a 
House Armed Services subcommittee, has as 
its central figure Warren L. Stephenson, who 
is a good enough Republican to have served 
as executive secretary of President Eisenhower's 
inaugural committee. 

What Mr. Stephenson calls his “indiscretions” 
in offering aid and comfort to prospective bid- 
ders for Navy rocket-launcher contracts simply 
prove the point that when the Democrats are 
in, the influence peddlers are likely to be Demo- 
crats, while a Republican Administration inev- 
itably attracts influence peddlers of matching 
party label. 

With only one exception, Mr. Stephenson's 
story seems to be much in the pattern of others 
dredged up in the Truman Administration. 

There is the same affinity for that form of 
careless hyperbole which he calls “puffing’— 
that is, impressing possible clients with Gov- 
ernment contacts you do not have. 

There is the same hazy memory—not being 
able to remember your request for a fee until 
refreshed by evidence of a telephone conver- 
sation in which the request was made. ° 

There is the same glimpse of a misty political 
half-world, peopled by such strange characters 
as Jon Jonkel, who ran one of the dirtiest sena- 
torial campaigns on record in Maryland in 1950, 
and paid a $5000 fine for violating the Corrupt 


' Practices Act in the course of it; and Stanley 


Bishop, a business “tipster” who got his tips by 
keeping his ears open over two cups of coffee 
in a Pentagon lunch room; and Natie Brown, 
who introduced Bishép to Jonkel (who intro- 
duced Bishop to Mr. Stephenson), Natie being 
an ex-boxer who once did a stretch in stir for 
a payroll holdup. 

The exception to the pattern, of course, is Mr. 
Stephenson's fee, which at 4 per cent repre- 
sented a healthy discount from the 5 per cent 
that became famous during the Truman Admin- 
istration. It is impossible to imagine why the 
percentage has been cut, in such startling con- 
trast to the trend in interest rates under this 

iy, e. 


Administration, unless the reason be that Mr. 
Stephenson, as he blandly confessed to the 
subcommittee, came into the field with “no 
previous experience whatsoever.” 
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Paris Should Take Another Look 


Fundamentally there ig one reason why 
Americans want the Indochinese to continue the 
fight against the Vietminh forces: We do not 
want the Communists to win a victory any- 
where which might strengthen them elsewhere, 
particularly for an assault on the United States. 
For the French, there is an added incentive: 
Not only do they want aggressive Communism 
kept in check, but they would also like to 
enjoy again—at least in part—the revenue 
which once came their way from Indochina. 

But the Indochinese are not necessarily im- 
pressed by either of these considerations, espe- 
cially not by the second. The Cambodians, in 
particular, have long agitated for full inde- 
pendence from France. They do not want a 
limited, token sovereignty. They really want to 
run their own affairs. 

Since France has been unwilling to make such 
a clean break with the past, the Cambodians 
now say they are willing to make a separate 
deal with the Communist-led forces. ““‘We have 
no quarrel with Communism,” said Premier 
Pen Nouth, “as long as it does not impose it- 
self by force on our people.” 

That is where many Asiatics make their 
great mistake; they really believe that such a 
bargain can be struck with the Reds. They 
simply do not understand the driving force of 
Communist totalitarianism, a force which will 
try to assert itself wherever it can, either po- 
litically or militarily. We of the West know this 
only too well, so we cannot go along with the 
Asiatic line of reasoning. 

If, however, Cambodia—and other Asiatic 
nations—are to be kept in the fight against 
Communist expansion, they must be made full 
partners in the effort. France cannot expect 
them to fight just for French interests, and we 
cannot expect them to fight just to make us 
feel more secure. 

The sooner Paris makes new arrangements 
with Cambodia and the two other states of 
Indochina, the better. Time is running out, but 
the Indochinese may yet be willing to fight as 
free friends of France where they are unwilling 
to fight as semi-colonials. Also, as free people 
they may be much more eager to trade with 
France and to accept other advantages of close 
association with the French economy. They 
may even be ready to accept some form of 
federalism. They have the example of India, 
Pakistan and Ceylon in the Commonwealth. 

There is a time when liberal concessions pay 
bigger dividends than imposition by arms — 
especially when the emperor no longer has 
enough legions and broad swords. After eight 
years it behooves the ministers in Paris to 
take a new look at the war of which so many 
Frenchmen are weary. 
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Broader Base for Progress 

Civic Progress, Inc., has made a wise and 
farsighted decision to expand its membership. 

This organization, of which St. Louis expects 
so much by way of leadership toward re- 
habilitation and vitalization of the metropolitan 
community, was initiated by a group of civic- 
spirited business men. Their enterprise was 
commendable. But now, as President Powell B. 
McHaney says, a broader base is necessary. The 
great tasks of Civic Progress, Inc., can be ac- 
complished, in his words, only “if labor, busi- 
ness, religious, cultural, educational and politi- 
cal groups join together.” 

The immediate aim of Civic Progress, Inc., 
is to provide a channel for community enter- 
prise similar to that provided for Pittsburgh 
by the Allegheny Conference of Community 
Development, If it taps all the resources of 
leadership latent In St. Louis, there is no limit 
to the accomplishments it can generate. Not 
business alone, but every group and every sec- 
tion of this great metropolitah area has a stake 
in solving the area’s accumulated problems, 
To attack those problems on as broad a front 
as possible makes practical sense cf the first 
order. 
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Drinking on Army Posts 
Whether a man drinks or not is a matter 
of personal decision. It depends on his own 
background, the home in which he was reared, 
the church to which he belongs. It depends 
also on environment, the standards of those 
about him. Except for the possibility of death 


in action, this probably has caused more con-, 


cern among parents of young men entering the 
military services than any other aspect of life 
in uniform. The uniform does not lead to the 
saloon, but association with different men with 
different mores may do so. 

That is why we are inclined to agree with 
Missouri's Representative Short, chairman of 
the House Armed Services Committee, that the 
Army and the Air Force have done well in 
following the example of the Navy and the 
Marine Corps in permitting drinking in clubs 
on military reservations. Since many of the 
men will drink in any event, it is better that 
they should do so in clean and controlled sur- 
roundings. These should provide a wholesome 
alternative to the unpleasant conditions to be 
observed along the approaches to any military 
post, the shanty bars, the quickly built cafes 
and worse. 

What does raise a question is the apparent 
intent of the military authorities to confine on- 
post drinking to officers, commissioned and 
non-commissioned. World War II brought many 
complaints against such unequal treatment. If 
the new Army and Air Force policy is meant 
to provide an alternative to unsavory a@rinking 
conditions, then it surely ought to be extended 
without discrimination according to rank.

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Sour Strategy for °54 

Since last November Republican leaders have 
been saying they would use Senator McCar- 
thy in the 1954 senatorial’ campaign. Now an 
Associated Press dispatch indicates they will 
use him against some of the best men in the 
Senate, politics aside, among them Douglas of 
Illinois, Murray of Montana, Gillette of Iowa 
and Humphrey of Minnesota. 

The unanswered question is what kind of 
campaign McCarthy will run against his dis- 
tinguished colleagues. Will he make a ridicu- 
lous yet flagrant attempt to suggest that they 
are tainted with Communism? Will there be 
composite photographs showing, say, Senator 
Gillette with some Communist he had never 
conversed with? Will it be that “despicable... 
back: street campaign” which a Senate com- 
mittee found McCarthy helped to promote 
against former Senator Tydings of Maryland? 

The public, knowing that record, can only 
wonder whether the 1954 campaigns will be 
more or less despicable. R

A Kilowatt Limit on the Future 


The Mirror

Interior Department proposes to limit use of electricity by new 
industries in Northwest: this is blow to area's economic devel- 
opment; only government dams can supply great need for 
power, yet Administration is limiting construction program. 


From the Lewiston (Idaho) Morning Tribune 


A proposed 20-year contract govern- 
ing the distribution of electric power 
from public dams which the Depart- 
ment of Interior unveiled apparently 
means that the rapid industrialization 
of the Pacific Northwest is over. 


The contract provides that no new 
industry in the future could obtain 
more than 10,000 kilowatts a year from 
either public or private power distribu- 
tion agencies. That means that for as 
long as this provision is retained, no 
new major basic in- 
dustries which re- 
quire large blocs of 
cheap electric pow- 
er will settle in the 
Pacific Northwest. 

Paul J. Raver, 
ad ninistra- 
tor of the Bonne- 
ville Power Admin- 
istration, declared 
that there just is 
not enough power 
to go around. Sec- 
retary of Interior 
Douglas McKay has 
decided, Raver said, 
that householders 
and small power users should be taken 
care of first. Big industrial expansion 
in the Northwest, he said, will have to 
wait until Congress approves many 
more dams. 


He might have added that the rapid 
industrialization of ‘the Northwest will 
have to stop either until Congress de- 
cides to huild more dams or until pri- 
vate powef companies obtain the finan- 
cial resources to build a great many 
more dams than they haye been build- 
ing. 

Meanwhile, the basic power-using in- 
dustries will expand in some other sec- 
tion of the United States. 


Before World"War II, the Northwest 
produced no aluminum. Now the re- 
gion is producing 40 per cent of the 
nation’s aluminum, In addition to the 
basic production, which would have 
been impossible if the 10,000-kilowatt 
limitation had been in effect, the in- 
dustry naturally has attracted a wide 
variety of processing and servicing in- 
dustries which swell the payrolls, pop- 
ulation, wealth and demand for power 
in the Northwest. 


Private power companies have been 
expanding as fast as their economic 
resources permit, but their contribution 
has been far too small to meet the 
pressing need. : 

Congress has been investing public 
money in multi-purpose dams, but the

river development program has been 
held up by partisan quarrels and ab- 
surd disputes over whether “private or 
public power should do the job,” so 
that the federal program has lagged far 
behind the obvious need. 


Public and private power, working 
together at full speed, could not have 
kept up with the demand for cheap 
energy which expanding industry cre- 
ated in the Northwest. 


The Federal Government failed to 
expand the power potential it alone 
could develop as fast as the demand 
required. There were delays and ar- 
guments instead of kilowatts from 
Hell’s Canyon, Ice Harbor and many 
other dams in the region. The public 
suffered brownouts and employment 
cutbacks. And heavy industry began 
pulling out of the Northwest, locating 
its new plants instead in Texas and 
other areas where it could use natural 
gas and other energy sources instead 
of the white water rushing wasted to 
the sea in the Northwest. 


When the new aluminum plants are 
completed which now are under con- 
struction, for example, the Northwest 
will have only some 33 per cent instead 
of 40 per cent of the nation’s produc- 
tive capacity. 

What the future holds no one can 
tell. The current Administration is 
more concerned with balancing the 
budget than with balancing the sup- 
ply of power with the need in the 
Northwest, even though the expansion 
of power is one of the few profitable 
investments government can make. 


Private power is expanding as fast as 
its finances permit, but that will not 
be fast enough without such an artifi- 
cial limitation of demand as the 10,000- 
kilowatt provision imposes. The Fed- 
eral Government is completing several 
dams started previously, but is not 
starting new ones. And, as far as the 
influx of basic power-using industry 
is concerned, the expansion of the 
Northwest has stalled. 


As long as the region's rushing rivers 
flow wasted to the sea, and as long as 
the sites for key dams in an integrated 
system are not given away for partial 
development, the potential will remain 
for the Northwest to develop some day 
as a great industrial center of the fu- 
ture. 

That future, however, will be post- 
poned as long as public leaders scale 
down the demand for power to meet 
the supply instead of creating the sup- 
ply to meet the demand. 


What Gambling Brings Madison County

The main fight for good government 
is not the fight in Washington, but in 
Madison county—at the local level. 


In his very excellent pamphlet, 
“Everybody Loses,” James O. Monroe 
Jr., son of the Collinsville publisher, 
among other things says: “A careful 


review of Madison county history mere- 
ly documents what everyone knows. A 
county once virile and strong has be- 
come a symbol of the petty, the cheap, 
the dissembling, the corrupt. We have 
reached. the point where gambling, 
with its attendant public evil¢, with the 
struggle for power to exploit the tol- 
erance of the public to the public detri- 
ment, is the Madison county obsession.” 

Every citizen in Madison county has 
a responsibility to keep his county as 
corruption-free as possible. To the de- 
gree we do not oppose corruption, we 
are responsible for it.

Droll Crosby and Cronies 


CALL ME LUCKY, oy Bing Crosby, as told te 
Pete Martin. (Simon & Schuster, 344 pgs., $3.50 
cloth, $1 paper.)

That droll and resonant world figure, 
Harry Lillis “Bing” Crosby (unnum- 
bered millions on either sie of the 
Iron Curtain regard him as The Voice 
of America), has talked his autobiogra- 
phy to Pete Martin. In this golden age 
of the ghost writer, the book reviewer 
must be wary of discussing an 
“author’s” style. In this case, how- 
ever, I think we may waive the custom- 
ary caution. If Pete Martin’s redaction 
of Bing Crosby’s talk is not appropriate 
in tone, then 20- 
odd years of Bing’s 
own public palaver 
have falsified the 
man. 
Bing Crosby is 
the son of a Spo- 
kane brewery book- 
keeper and a lady 
of Irish descent. 
Both of them, Bing 
says, were posses- 
sors of agreeable 
voices, and their 
son has made a for- 
tune and founded 
various enterprises 
on the basis of one 
of the most casually magnetic baritones 
in the world. 

It is not an unmistakable voice. Sing- 
ing incognito in a Bing Crosby contest, 
Crosby himself got nowhere, while a 
would-be caroled on to victory. But 
the Crosby voice in conjunction with an 
all-out display of the Crosby person- 
ality is unique. The full flavor of that 
personality comes out of these pages 
even if the voice must be heard to be 
appreciated. 

Crosby is a _ profoundly sporting 
American, with strong flavors of the 
pool hall, trout stream, golf course, ball 
park, horse track and barroom. All 
these atmospheres are _  fragrantly 
evoked. He is a loyal alumnus of Gon- 
zaga University and one of the jaunti- 
est Roman Catholic laymen in the 
country. He is a fond family man—the 
father of four boys. 

He is a prominent citizen who im- 
mgnsely relishes and spends most of 
his private life with obscure friends— 
and a choice lot of characters they 
would seem to be. In “Call Me Lucky” 
there is a great deal to be gathered 
about Crosby’s public life and busi- 
ness affairs, but the essence of the 
book is its suggestion of high and warm 
times with his family and cronies. He 
is clearly a man with a great talent for 
fellowship nourished on a high caloric 
sense of the absurd. 

He was a chum of the late great cor- 
netist Bix Beiderbecke, who “never 
liked to go to bed, so he always felt 
terrible physically,” and who greeted

people he couldn’t remember with stra- 


tegic phrases such as: “Are you still 
down there?” Crosby’s portrait of Bix 
is lovely. He is also effective with his 
brother Everett, who acts as his agent 
and. is sometimes referred to as The 
Wrong Crosby: “He seems fond of 
bickering with ... people. .. He loves 
to go to their offices or have thor 
come to his, where he pounds the taoiec 
and hollers and shouts and walks up 
and down. He’s a trifle hammy abows. 
it, but there’s nothing hammy about 
what he’s accomplished on my behalf,” 


Bing’s recollections naturally include. _ 


many meetings with the great, from 
Bob Hope to President Eisenhower. 
But Bing’s anecdotes about the General, 
as he was then, are free of pomp and 
full .of easy circumstance—like his 
memories of a large eater known as 
George Coleman, or “The Oklahoma 
Fork.” In Crosby we have a democrat, 
an artist and a delight.

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WATER PROGRAM 


FOR COUNTY SPEEDED 


75,000,000-Gallon-a-Day Ca- 
pacity Planned for Next 
Summer. 


Additional water supply fa- 
cilities being installed in St. 
Louis county will increase ca- 
pacity by next summer to 75,- 
000,000 gallons a day, or 17 per 
cent more than the 64,000,000- 
gallon peak usage this summer, 
W. Victor Weir, president of the 
St. Louis County Water Co., 
said today. 

“We relieve that with this 
distribution capacity, together 
with installation of additional 
mains and storage tanks at crit- 
ical high points, there shoujd be 
no water shortage next summer 
even if the weather is as hot 
and dry as it has been this year,” 
Weir said. 

His prediction was based on 
an anticipated population in- 
crease of not to exceed 6 per 
eent, plus ater use of water 
in air-condit ioning systems. 

Program Revised Upward. 

To achieve the 75,000,000-gal- 
lon daily capacity, it has been 
necessary for the company to 
revise upward its three-year con- 
struction program, announced 
last year, from a planned §7,- 

750,000 to about $10,000,000 
Weir pointed out. 

The additional expenditures, 
to be made between now and 
next May, will be chiefly for a 
three-mile, 36-inch main from 
Lindbergh boulevard and Lack- 
land road to Midland boulevard 
and Pasteur avenue, Overland, 
instead of a 30-inch main, as 
planned; a 20-inch main from 
that point four miles north to 
Airport and Brown roads; a two- 
mile 16-inch main on Florissant 
avenue from U. S. Highway 66 
to Chambers road; three addi- 
tional storage tanks and coagu- 
lating basin improvements at 
the company's Hog Hollow plant 
on the Missouri river. 

The three tanks, each of 2,500,- 
000-gallon capacity, will Be on 
high ground at Highway 66 west 
of Florissant avenue, in Over- 

land on Midland boulevard near 
Walton road and on Sappington 
road 1090 feet north of Watson 
road. At each tank will be a 
pumping station with capacity 
ranging from 9,500,000 to 16,-

South, winning with the heart 
king, led a club and, when West 
played the five, put in dummy’s 
eight. East took the trick and 
returned a diamond. South went 
up with the ace and led his last 
club. The sight of West's king 
must have been extremely pleas- 
ing to declarer; he could now 
claim the contract. 

The first defensive error was 
made by West. With no possible 
entry in dummy outside of the 
club suit itself, West should have 
gone right in with the club king 
on the first lead of that suif, as 
the best of all ways to kill the 
suit with the fewest possible 
number of tricks. It was obvi- 
ous that declarer lacked the club 
jack—he certainly would have 
led it; thus, if South was short 
of clubs the play of the king 
would limit him to two tricks in 
the suit. 

But even when West missed 
this opportunity, East should 
have made a rescue play. He 
should have refused to take the 
first club trick with the jack. 
The club king was marked in 
West’s hand, and by holding up 
the jack, East would at least re- 
duce the opposing club winners.

FOR THIS REASON parents 
are urged not to let the morn- 
ing rush of getting the children 
off to school cheat them out of 
eating a good breakfast. 

Breakfast should be planned 
ahead of time and as a part of 
the whole day's meals. Wise 
planning and the careful selec- 
tion of food are well worth the 
effort. We must realize that the 
children who derive the most 
benefit from their school experi- 
ence and are best equipped to 
acept the new ideas and respon- 
sibilities that school life offers 
are the children who start the 
day well fed and well rested. 
The child who eats little or no 
breakfast will become hungry 
during the morning. He may be 
fatigued and even cross and ir- 
ritable. His school work will suf- 
fer as does his health. 

Active, growing children ex- 
pend a great deal of energy and 
require more food in proportion 
to their size than do adults. One 
third of the day’s food should be 
im ‘that morning meal. Food 
eaten for breakfast is digested 
and ready for use during the 
active hours of work and play 
when it is most needed.
